An American photographer, while 
attempting to take a picture of the 
American flag flying from the top of 
the Olympic pole, was hit with various 
missiles thrown by spectators and com- 
pelled to take to cover. Police re- 
serves were called out to protect the 
American players from the crowd 
massed outside the main entrance of 
the stadium. The American team left 
by a side gate under police protection. 

French Players Out. 

The first signs of trouble came 
when Jaureguy, France’s fastest quar- 
terback, was tackled hard after 
‘}*twenty minutes of play and was out 
of the game thereafter.

She arrived yesterday in Chi- 
cago to visit Mrs. Claire E. More, 227 
East Delaware place. She wili study 
Chicago police methods, particularly 
the woman’s division of the Chicago 
police department. 


Gained Fame in War. 

Commandant Allen flashed into world 
fame during the war, when she gave 
the energies she had directed in the 
suffrage fight to the, pressing need 
caused by the war, of a woman's de- 
partment of the London police force. 
She was at first assistant to Miss 
Damer Dawson, founder of the wom- 
en’s police department, and later suc- 
ceeded Miss Dawson. During the scar- 
city of men during the war Miss Allen 
and her forces often found themselves 
coing regular police duty in London. 

Only the highest class ef women, 
women of education, courage, and in- 
telligence, should be allowed in police 
work, she says. A high class of man, 
with the most rigid recommendations, 
only should be a police officer. 

The police force of Detroit is the 
best organized of any she has met in 
America, she said yesterday. She has 
not yet visited the/Chicago pulice de- 
partment. ,

Make War Impossible. 


“We refuse to admit the possibility 
of war,” said Dr. Corr Ramondt of Hol- 
land, “and we shall create suck strong 
public opinion against it that it will 
be impossible! "’ 

“If the question ever should arise,” 
saic a more conservative member from 
England, “it would be a matter fo- the 
individual conscience.” 

“That question is not on the pro- 
gram of our peace school,” said Miss 
Jane Addams, international president 
of the organization, “and it wiil not 
be discussed.” 

And it wasn’t. 

The school opened officially yester- 
day afternoon at Mandel hall at the 
University of Chicage—in spite of the 
protests of the American Legion. Miss 
Jane Addams presided, and James H. 
Tufts, vice president of the university, 
welcomed the delegates to “the Ameri- 
ca of Schools,” which “ knows a g:eat- 
er freedom than that of chuurh, state, 
or trades.”’

He meets virtually none but our 
colonial minded Americans, our international bank- 
ers and commercialists, our Anglicized lawyers, our 
professional] internationalists, our ladies of soviety 
with an eye on the social distinctions of London 
and Paris. He reads probably chiefly the New 
York press and imagines he clipes same prestige 
in this country as that of has in his own. 
So why, tn addressing the National Chamber of 
Commmerce, should he have any suspicion that his 
remarks on Russia and on international “ codpera- 
tion,” and his suggestion that we are al! in the 
same boat, would not be humbly and gratefully re- 
ceived?

My other children were obliged to fight 
for their poftions before the week was 
out, which was good for their appetites, 
too.

When I 
was a little girl, I had a cousin who was 
“delicate ” and catered to in tae same 
way. My mother took me to dinner there 
one day and the ey eg” at dinner 
consisted mainly of “ es Hattie want 


this?” ‘‘ No?” “Does Hattie want 
that?” “No?"’.. until my mother very 
sweetly said: “I know what Hattie 
wants. Hattie wants a spanking.” 


We don’t, however, have to waste our 
energy spanking children if we permit 
them to properly use their energy in nor’ 
mal pursuits, eating, playing, thinking 
and giving them soumbaiseete wortn while 
to resist.

May Learn Its Fate in| vases 


Vote Saturday. 


[BY A 6TAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., May 18.—{Spe 
¢lal.jJ—Agricultural relief legislation 
‘will come forward as a leading iasue 
before congress this week. 

The McNary-Haugen bill, creating 
a $200,000.000 corporation to buy sur- 
plus farm products at ratio prices, mar- 
ket them abroad, and assess losses on 
domestic production, will be taken up 
in the house on Tuesday under a spe- 
cial rule providing for fifteen hours of 
general debate. Actica on the bil! is 
ezpected by Saturday. 

Passage of the bill by the house is 
considered probable, but the result will 
be close, and opponents believe it may 
be defented. If the house passes the 
Dill, action In the senate at this session 
fs assured. Its defeat in the senate 
is more likely than In the house. 


No Other Relief Likely. 


Failure to enact the McNary-Haugen 
bill probably will mean mo agricultural 
relief legislation will be passed at this 
geesion. Radicals in both houses are 
not satisfied with the bill and prefer 
gomething more far reaching, while 
conservatives regard it as much too 
radical. It is a certainty that none of 
the more radical bills can be passed, 
and the prospect seems to be that, if 
the McNary-Haugen bill is not passed, 
all more conservative substitutes also 
will be rejected. 

That agriculture demands the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill is asserted in a 
statement issued today over the signa- 
tures of representatives of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau federation, the Na- 
tional Grange, the National Live Stock 
Producers’ association, the American 
Wheat Growers’ association, and a 
number of state agricultural organ- 
trations. 

No Substitute Wanted. 

“The day of soft soaping agricul- 
ture is past,” say the spokesmen for 
farm organizations, who add that con- 
gress must pass the McNary-Haugen 
bill, “for agriculture is umable to ac 
cept a substitute.” 

“The single and solitary purpose of 
the McNary-Hatgen bill is to give to 
the farmer as big a dollar for the 
products of his toil during the next 
five years as the dollar he is forced to 
pay to industry under the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber act and to labor under the ex- 
isting generous wage scale—and in all 
candor we desire to ask of congress 
and of the country, is there anything 
unfair about this proposal?” says the 
statement.

Methodist Conference 
to Act Today.

Springfield, Mass., May 18.—-{Spe- 
cial.}—Hundreds. of protests 

g the pacifist resolutions sched- 
uled for consideration tomorrow Rave 
reached the Methodist conference from 
many sections of the country. 


The report will be discussed in the 
morning immediately following the 
first ballot for new bishops. These 
two topics are the most interesting 
coming before the conference, and 
were widely discussed today in the 
hotel lobbies and wherever delegates 
congregated. 

The telegrams against the. confer- 
ence taking a pacifist attitude con- 
veyed such expression as “ traitors,” 
“anarchists,” “ bolshevists,” and “ un- 
grateful feeders on the bounty of a 
country they are unwilling to defend.” 
In some instances the church was 
warned it would suffer a large loss 
of membership. 

Explains Offending Clause. 

Dr. George Elliot of New York, edi- 
tor of the Methodist Review and chair- 
man of the committee on state of the

resolution, said today: : 

“Our deliverance is simply the ex- 
pression of an ideal for a world wide 
church which deals with y nation-| 
alities and many countries.

Dr. W. R. Wedderspoon, pastor of 
St. James church, Chicago, one of the 
signers of the minority report, will de- 
fend his attitude with the plea that 
nonresistance is not following the full 
mind of Christ. 

“We must not forget that Jesus 
drove the money changers out of the 
temple,” said Dr. Wedderspoon. 
“Christ denounced the pharisees as 
hypocrites and said they were like 
whitened sepulchers full of dead men’s 
bones. In followtng Christ we mast 
fight egainst oppression and wrong 
wherever found.”
